London, Oct. 13. — The mystery con- 
cerning the Contemporary Review ar- 
ticle on the triple alliance continues. 
That Mr. Gladstone is the author is, 
however, now pretty generally be- 
lieved. It is highly improbably that the 
Daily News would trust to guess work 
in a matter of ho much importance to 
itself. Mr. (Hailstone says that the 
Daily News lias no authority for attrib- 
uting the article to him. But how does 
he know ? He can speak for himself 
and none else. And why does he not 
deny the suggestions point-blank J 
There were facts to be put in evidence 
against him. This is not the first time 
he has written anonymously on foreign 
affairs. When prime minister in 1 S7 1 
lie actually wrote on the foreign 
policy in the Edinburgh Review, 
and the article caused some sen- 
sation before the authorship was 
discovered. In the present case the 
article is less remarkable, but must pre- 
judice Mr. Gladstone's relations with 
certain European governments if he 
again returns to power and is not able 
to repudiate it. Wo have yet to learn 
what the German press thinks about 
the article. They will not be too po- 
lite. And as to the Italians, the "gi- 
gantic tomfoolery" of their foreign 
policy will not be forgiven to its author. 
Of course there is u chance that Mr. 
( Hailstone is not the writer, and that 
his reply to the direct question, which 
lias such a dubious look, is only another 
Bpocimen of "Gladstonese." The Rail 
Mall Gazette attributes the article to 
Mr. Gladstone's friend, Canon Malcolm 
McColl, and there are others who, fur- 
getting the ill health of Mr. Esooit, will 
have it that the ex-editor of the Fort- 
night ly has been playing another prank 
Upon the ingenuous public. Meanwhile 
it is to be noted that the Daily News 
sticks to its guns, though with a proper 
consideration for its patron. 

THE RKI'UIILIOAN IDEA IN PRANCE. 

A closer examination of the returns 
of the recent Frenoh general election 
shows how firmly tbo Republican idea 
uis become rooted throughout Franco. 
\ keen observer like M. Blowitz thinks 
that the result of the election ought to 
vince the Count of Paris of the fu- 
tility of his propaganda and that the 
omit would do well to give up the 
struggle after an impossible monarchy, 
as to give solidity to. the government 

of the fatherland. A frank recognition 
of the existing regime by the monarch- 
ists would certainly be of great advan- 
tage to the republic and do great things 
for France in relation to the other 
powers. But this is too much to hope. 
Orleanists of the bettertype are secretly 
pleased that the elections have cleared 
their leaders from the suspicion 
of employing any underhand means 
gainst the public life of the 

nation. This being demonstrated 
they have a better heart for continuing 
the tight for the monarchy. As to the 
Boukuigists, they excuse their failure in 
the provinces by attributing all manner 
of malpractice to the officers of the ex- 
Utive, and they make much of what ia 
undoubtedly a significant triumph in 
the capital. The fact, however, is that 
they cannot hope to Achieve anything in 
the new chamber, and before another 
general election comes around their 
bances may have passed. On this side 
of the channel the impression is strong 
that Boukviigism as a political factor in 
France is near extinction, and that it 
in no longer come to any sort of a 
head. Funds are said to be falling off 
upidly, as a consequence ot recent 
events, and there is a prospect that the 
'tlaild Place establishment will have 
to be given up.

dresses at Aberdeen and Stirling. At 
Aberdeen he took up a new attitude to- 
ward Mr. Gladstone' — one of strong an- 
tagonism — which has put away all 
smooth things. Lord Hartiiigton was 
unsparingly aggressive and hit out at 
his old leader with full force. He 
roundly accused Mr. Gladstono of in- 
citing to insurrection by attacks upon 
the method employed to securo the act 
of union, impuiiged the claim of Mr. 
Gladstone to the confidence of the lib- 
eral party and reminded his hearers 
that Mr. Gladstone had thrice led his 
friends to defeat, the last in 1880, 
being such as had permanently rent 
tho liberals into two factions. These 
failures, he suid, disqualified Mr. 
Gladstone. Mr. Chamberlain, who 
has spoken twice at Newcastle, has 
shuwn equal warmth. Taking up some 
remarks of Sir George Trevclyan at 
Hexham, that the man who deserted 
the party of progress always made it 
out that the lories had become liberals 
ami the liberals revolutionists. The 
member for Birmingham said that Sir 
George was the most perfect specimen 
of political weather cock which the pro- 
cess of natural selection and develop- 
ment of species had yet produced. 1 
ought, perhaps, to explain that since 
their difference at the round table con- 
ference Mr. Chamberlain bus refusod to 
speak to Sir George Trevelyan. But 
friendship, or what passes for it, does 
not prevent plain speaking, since the 
other day Sir William llarcourt said of 
Mr. Chamberlain! "Ho is not against 
borne rule. He is against Mr. Glad- 
stone. He objects to Mr. Gladstone 
passing it. He regards it as his own 
property, his own invention ; he 
has got a pa tent for it, and is 
always publishing now specifications 
to secure a patent which nobody 
will take up. As a matter of fact the 
controversy is getting decidedly warm, 
but these personal thrusts do not ad- 
vance matters. It is doubtful if the 
week's speeches have done more than to 
please partisans, The only new points 
of importance are found in the fact that 
Lord Jfartington justifies Mr.' Balfour 
ill proposing to take up Roman Catholic 
university education in Ireland, and in 
his indorsement of the statement, put 
about with such persistence by the 
Chamberlain group, that both the land 
question and the Irish local government 
are to be dealt with lit the first of the 
incoming session of Parliament. This 
being so It may be added that other 
Irish questions, such as the Parnell 
commission, will be brought forward 
next year, and that the indications 
clearly point to stormy weather at 
Westminster. 

TERRY'8 CHAMPIONSHIP OK THE STAGE. 

The Church of England is decidedly 
getting on. Mr. Edward Terry's ap- 
pearance to champion the stage against 
the parsons of the church congress was 
followed by the declaration of the bishop 
of Bedford that dancing is a harmless 
amusement and might well be tolerated 
within limits. The dean of Peter- 
borough was, however, less successful in 
leading the congress to his view that 
lion-conformist ministers might bo al- 
lowed to take part in the celebration of 
the sacrament. His subject was "Orders 
in the Church of England," and he con- 
tended that touching nonconformists 
there should not be strict and inflexible 
idherence to the "divine rights" of the 
episcopacy. Hut the dean found no sort 
of encouragement. The cry was general 
that there must be no dallying with the 
supremacy of the apostolic succession. 
In the light of this debate it is not sur- 
prising that the Congregationalist body 
should have declined the overtures of 
the Lambeth conference for a home re- 
union based upon recognition of the 
"historic episcopate."

Jenkins came to Whitewater from Mil- 
waukee, where he was for several 
months assistant rector of St. John's 
church. Previous to his appearance in 
the Cream City he was located in Texas. 
His wife is a daughter of a member of 
parliament, and there is a rumor that 
Jenkins is tho son of an English duke. 
Fondness for liquor has led him into 
disgrace. 

Descried Wile and Child. 

Racine, Wis., Oct. 13.— There is at 
present confined in the county jail here 
a young German who wus arrested in 
Milwaukee lust weok and brought to 
Racine on the charge of deserting his 
wife and child. His name is Hugo von 
Steinau, and be is a sou of Count von 
Steinau of Berlin. About two years ago 
while living with his parents in Berlin, 
he fought a duel and inflicted wounds 
on bis opponent which were thought to 
be fatal. To escape arrest his father 
gavo him 10,000 marks and sent him to 
America. He married in Chicago and 
bis money was soon squandered. He 
claims that he did not desert his wife, 
as ho was accustomed to go out of town 
for work, and was earning money by 
playing a piano in a house on River 
st reet in Milwaukee when arrested.

He said there had been two trials and 
both had resulted in disagreement. He 
did not think the end of justice could 
be served by another trial. Judge 
Cheney agreed with the counsel, and 
ordereil Lee's release. 

Divorced From Her Head Husband. 

Louisville, Oct. 13. — The rare cere- 
mony of divorcing a woman from her 
dead husband, according to the require- 
ments of the old Mosaic law, took place 
at the Bnai Jacob synagogue in this 
city yesterday. The woman was Mrs. 
J. Levin, whose husband, a peddler, 
wiis killed June 27 last by two tramps. 
She bad no children, and the old ortho- 
dox law is that in such a case the dead 
man's eldest brother is to marry the 
woman and raise up children in the 
mime of the deceased. Mrs. Levin, 
however, did not desire ;o marry Israel 
Moses Levin, her husband's brother, nor 
be her. She hail therefore to be di- 
vorced. The divorce took place in the 
synagogue in the presence of a small 
congregation that hud thriftily been 
charged 25 cents a head. 

Nfgroel Heirs lo Millions. 

Lima, O., Oct. 13. — Henry Talbott, a 
colored man of this city, left yesterday 
for Cincinnati to get possession of a for- 
tune of nearly a million dollars, of which 
be has just discovered that he is the 
rightful owner. His two brothers and 
two sisters each get possession of a simi- 
lar amount, a property held years ago 

by their father, Benjamin Talbot, hav- 
ing in the course of time become worth 
millions of dollars. Fifty-three years 
ago Talbott was a slave in Kentucky. 
David Talbott, one of the family, who 
lives at Rochester, Ind., beard accident- 
ally BOine time ago of the great value of 
the property in Indiana which hud once 
been his father's, and determined to in- 
quire into the matter. The result 
showed that the Talbott heirs were the 
legal owners of the most valuable pro- 
perty in Logansport. The Wabash and 
Eel River roads cross the property, 
which isalso occupied by their buildings 
and numerous side tracks. These Com- 
panies, on being informed of the devel- 
opments, compromised with the heirs 
for $1,000,000. 

YounifCHt Murderer Pardoned, 

FRAKKFORT, Ky., Oct. 13.— Througl 
the efforts of the National Humane So 
ciety a conditional pardon bus been oh 
tained from Governor Buckner for Linn 
villa Coombs, 12 years old, the youngest 
life convict ever sent to a penitentiary. 
He killed his baby brother with a poker, 
ami, after attempting to burn the body, 
threw it into a creek. He said his 
father had promised him a pair of new 
red-top boots if he would kill the infant. 
Being an infant in law his testimony 
was valueless, but he was sent to prison 
for life. Ho had never beard of God or 
of the alphabet, and did not know right 
from wrong. At tho time of his convic- 
tion ho wus ten years old, and now he 
can rcud and write and is very bright, 

Lynched mi Iniioreiit Mini. 

Onion, W. VW, Oct. 13,— Reliable 
information from Bluofleld, Mercer 
Comity', bIiows the recent lynching of 
the negro Suiniiel liurnor to have been 
an outrage on a par with tho hanging of 
John Turner, In Greenbrier County, late 
in July. Like Turner, Garner was 
lynched for a crime he never committed. 



He wus charged with assaulting a seven- 
year-old girl. The girl was several years 
older, and had niado an appointinont 
with Curner. The Mercer County au- 
thorities have made a number of arrests 
of persons having had a hand in the 
lynching, and the suBpeots are in jail at 
Princeton. Thero is a determination to 
get to the bottom of themutter, and there 
bus been quite an exodus from Bluofleld 
in consequence. 

■u the Contribution Bex. 

Birmingham, Ala., Oct. 13. — A sen- 
sation was created in Chambers county 
Several days since by the arrest of the 
Rev. J. H, M. Duran, a Methodist min- 
ister, charged with passing counterfeit 
money. He was lodged in jail and his 
trial came oil to-day. He admitted 
that he had passed the spurious money 
but proved that he hud got it out of the 
contribution box. There were eight 
silver dollars in the box, and soven of 
them were counterfeits. He suid God 
and the sinners who passed the coins 
were the only ones who knew. The 
case was dismissed on account of the 
officers' inability to get absent wit- 
nesses.

ROCK CREEK NEWS. 

E.icouruelns Reports from the Various 
Mines— Necessity for Better Mall 
Facilities. 

Mr. Thomas Elliott, a well-known 
resident of Rook Creek, arrived in the 
city several days ago, bringing with him 
valuable specimens of ore from the Wild 
West mine for assay here. 

The rock is very similar in quality to 
that from the Eureka, which Mr. C. P. 
Jones, u New York expert employed by 
M r. Douglas bus found to assay from 
$30 to 81,900 to the ton. 

The Lower Hydraulic Co., in which 
Mayor Grant, Mr. Morris Moss und 
other prominent Victorians are largely 
interested, have already spent 818,000 
on their claims They have built a 
flume two miles long, 32x32 feet, with a 
fall of from 111) to 120 feet; in the con- 
struction of which 3,200 pounds of nails 
were used. Three hundred thousand feet 
of lumber huve been cut, and the com- 
pany expect to commence piping about 
the 21st of this month. 

At the Eureka mine, managed by Mr. 
Douglas and owned by the Standard 
Oil Company, twelve men are ut work. 
They huve sunk a 9x0 shaft 100 feet, 
and ure working on the second hundred 
by contract at '.345 per foot. A large 
quantity of modern machinery has been 
ordered by Mr. Douglas, including a 50' 
stamp mill, with crusher and concen- 
trator, and involving an expenditure of 
$90,000, The trucks, cur wheels, etc., 
will be furnished by the Albion Iron 
Works. 

All the men have been developing 
their property in a quiet, easy way, una 
ure coming to tho conclusion that they 
have very good mines. There is not 
much talk in regard to the prospects of 
the district because no bullion bus yet 
been shipped. They have, however, 
well-defined ledges and walls und good 
fissure veins. 

The "Cariboo" and the "Amelia," 
owned by a Spokane company, are doing 
nothing ut present; nor is the "Alice 
and Emma," owned by u Victoria stock 
company. The "Wide West" company 
have a tunnel down 120 feet, tapping u 

Ige. They have been offered §75, (XX) 
for their claim by the owners of the Ar- 
lington, und refused. 

The introduction of the new machin- 
ery by Mr. Douglas will probably spur 
on the other mine owners, and the ship- 
ment of bullion will soon commence. 

Theplftcer diggings have done fairly 
well this sDitsoii, . about §20,000 having 
been taken ou'tfV.hile the miners are 
still ut work. The ground lS'Lsiag lev- 
elled off, und a wagon road constructed 
to get the new machinery in in the wili- 
er. 

The greatest trials the miners have to 
ontend against, Mr. Elliott says, is 
the want of roads and the inadequate 
mail service, letters only reaching the 
eump once a month. A bi-monthly ser- 
vice bus, however, been promised. 



WEST COAST NEWS. 

Broueht Down by the Wanderer's Pleas- 
ure Party, Who Returned Yesterday. 

The schooner Wanderer, Capt. H. 
Smith in command, which left port on 
September 18, having on board Messrs. 
Brown und Penning und a few of their 
friends, bound for pleasure up the West 
Coast, returned yesterday morning with 
all on board well and perfectly satisfied 
with the trip. The \\ anderer met with 
some very heavy weather during the 
cruise, and at one time was in consider- 
able danger, during the big storm that 
ulso made things lively in Victoria. 
While the gale lasted the tourists were 
inclined to reflect very seriously on all 
their past misdeeds. The run home 
was made, however, from point to point, 
in the very quick time of seventeen 
hours. 

Calling at Hesquoit, the Wanderer 
found the Japanese sealing schooner 
Adelc wind-bound, on her way to Bea- 
ring Sea, Capt. Hansen informed the 
tourists that after being out two days 
he found a stowaway on board his 
schooner in the person of Mr. Poeock, a 
newspaper correspondent. Tho discov- 
ery was ut first received by tho captain 
in anything but an amiable manner, but 
filially Mr. Pocock made peace with 
him by signing articles in which he 
agreed to work for his passage until 
Japan was finally reached, claiming no 
wages. 

Father Brabant wus visited at Hes- 
quoit, where he is enjoying the best of 
health. He told his visitors that nil 
the Indians had left tho ranches to 
work in the American hop fields, and 
were now returning, their canoes load- 
ed down with Yankee goods, upon 
which, of course, no duty was paid. 
Very few of the canoes called at Vic- 
toria, and all of them brought then 
blankets and stoles for the winter from 
Uncle Sam's country. 

Mr. Gillot and wife were culled 
upon ut Barclay Sound, where they 
represent the government in caring for 
the natives. 

On Oct. 1st the U. S. revenue cutter 
Richard Rush called lit Nootku Sound 
and landed four canoes which were 
picked up in Behrlng's Sea, and one of 
which was lost olT the schooner Kate. 
The other three belonged to the Beat- 
rice. The seven Indians who were lost 
with the canoes hud a hard lime of it 
until found by the. Rush, one poor fel- 
low living for ten dnys without liny 
fresh water. From Nootku Sound tho 
Indians took the canoes to Espernza, 
from which place one of them came 
down on the Wanderer.

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 

Dr. Tannage's Famons Brooklyn 
Tabernacle Destroyed. 



The Edifice, with Its Contents, Burns Like 
Tinder-Loss, Including Organ 
and Furniture, »I50,000. 



New York, Oct. 13.— The famoi 
Brooklyn tabernacle, of which Rev. Ti 
Dc Witt Talmage, U.D., is pastor, has; 
been for the second time in its history 
totally destroyed by fire. At 2:15j 
o'clock this morning a policeman dis- 
covered Hames issuing from the small 
windows over the main entrunce, and 
sent out an alarm. 

Soon after the firemen arrived it be- 
came evident that the edifice was 
doomed. It burned like a tinder-box, 
and the firemen, despairing of saving it, 
turned their efforts to the adjoining 
buildings. Many of the occupants of 
the neighboring dwellings were already 
awake, and the police proceeded to 
arouso those who were sleeping. ^ 

A building on the east side and two 
on the west side wero destroyed, and a 
number of buildings across the street- 
from the tabernacle were badly dam- 
aged. The residents of the neighbor- 
hood were awakened and rushed out/ 
and enormous crowds viewed the fire. 

In about an hour the tabernacle was a 
complete wreck. The loss on the church, 
including organ und furniture, is $150,- 
000, covered by insurance. The loss on 
the adjacent buildings is perhaps $10,- 
OOO'more. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery, j 
but the theory is that during tho thun- 
der storm last night, lightning entered ', 
on the electric light wires and set fire 
to the building.

Our California!) neighbors have got it 
into their heads that is the intention of 
the Imperial authorities to bring pres- 
sure to bear on tho Dominion Govern- 
ment for tho purpose of inducing it to 
have the laws discouraging Chinese im- 
migration repealed. We cannot find 
anywhere grounds that can be consider- 
ed in any respect reliable, for such an 
assumption. There is nothing about it 
in the Eastern newspapers that are 
known to be iu the confidence ol the 
Government. Not a word lias appeared 
in any of them to warrant the conclu- 
sion that the Dominion Government has 
received a single communication from 
the other side of the water on the sub- 
ject. 

There aro, as overyone knows, in Ot- 
tuwa and elsewhere, manufacturers of 
bogus news. These fellows, who have 
neither character nor position, would 
have the public think that they aro i 
the confidence of the Premier and the 
other members of the Government, and 
that no sooner does an important des- 
patch arrive than they hasten to commu- 
nicate its contents to them. If we were 
to believe them they know not only 
what has happened but what is happen- 
ing and what is going to happen. Mat- 
ters which, if they had really taken 
place, cannot by any possibility be 
known to anyone except the leader of 
the Government and one or two others 
these newsmongers prate about as if 
they were officially entrusted with all 
the secrets of the Government. Their 
yarns are generally outrageous lies of 
their own invention. Xow and tl 
they make a lucky guess, and on the 
strength of a surmise or two which 
chance to be something near the truth, 
they claim credit for being well-inform- 
ed, hut our American contemporarie 
make no pretence of discriminating 
between the false and the true. It ap- 
pears to us that the more ridiculously 
improbable the news they get from this 
side of the line is the better they like it, 
Provided it is such as they desire 
to get it, no matter how absurd it 
may be, they publish it and comment 
upon it as if it were tho unquestioned 
and the unquestionable truth. It some- 
times sccni8 to us that what some of our 
American contemporaries consider that 
enterprise consists in procuring by hook 
or by crook the most outrageous lie that 
can be invented and publishing it at 
great length and with display headings 
as if it were gospel truth.

The story is, on its face, very improba- 
ble. In the first place, if such a de- 
spatch were received it is most unlikely 
that its contents would be revealed to 
any news monger, and in the second 
place, it is in the highest degree 
improbable that a communication on 
the subject would be sent from the 
Colonial office to Ottawa. The Im- 
perial Government is not in these days 
in tho habit of dictating to Colonial 
Governments. It is left to them to de- 
cide what policy they shall pursue, what 
laws they shall enact, and what laws they 
shall repeal. In all such matters the 
colonies are practically independent. If 
the Colonial Minister undertook to dic- 
tate to the Government of the Dominion 
of Canada what line it should take witli 
regard to Chinese immigration he would 
not, we venture to say, consider the re- 
ply given to his despatch highly satis- 
factory. The Canadian Government is 
jealous of its constitutional powers and 
would not submit very patiently to any- 
thing that could be considered an in- 
fringement on thorn by the Downing- 
Street authorities.

When, through the instrumentality of 
the newspapers, light was let in upon 
litis abominably iniquitous transaction,' 
proceedings were instituted against 
Flack, his mistress, the referee and the 
judges. The divorce was of course an- 
nulled. It is to be hoped that the 
guilty parties will be punished as they 
deserve. The whole transaction shows 
the utter rottenness of the New York 
Divorce Court. 



STRANGER THAN FICTION, 

The true inwardness of the disgrace- 
ful Flack divorce case is stranger than 
any romance. He would be a bold nov- 
elist who would represent a prominent 
public official in a highly civilized coun- 
try succeeding in getting a divorce 
from his wife without her knowledge 
by instituting proceedings against him- 
self fu her name. This would he scouted 
as a sheer impossibility. But we find 
that it was possible. Mrs. Flack, the 
wife of the sheriff of New York City, 
found herself a divorced woman, and 
when flho came to enquire into the case 
she discovered to her amazement that 
the suit was instituted and carried on in 
her name. 

But behind this divorce suit was a 
history almost, if not quite, as strange. 
Flack had lived a double life for 
many years. About twenty yoars 
ago ho formed an illicit connection with 
one ot his shop girls. He set up a sop- 
aruto establishment for her and lived 
purt of his time with her, calling him- 
Holf Raymond. His wife had no sus- 
picion of this second establishment. 
Flack under thu name of Raymond tra- 
velled with his mistress and ap- 
peared in public with her in places 
where he was well known. The mistress 
had n son who went by the name tit 
Raymond. This son wuh well educated. 
Flack acknowledged him as his own.

(hut colony are disappointed, and they 
declare in very plain language that they 
will not be trilled with. New South 
Wales and Victoria aro also indignant 
and have given expression to their feel 
ings in very emphatic language. This 
is tho causo of the dissatisfaction: West- 
ern Australia is a comparatively young 
settlement. It numbers some 43, 000 
souls. The settlers have applied to the 
Imperial Parliament for self-governing 
institutions and for jurisdiction not only 
over the territory which they occupy, 
but over the parts of the country adja 
cent, which is calculated to be one-third 
of the whole continent. The bill to 
make those Western Australians solf 
governing was before the Imperial Par 
liament at its last session, but objec 
lion being taken to it, it 
was withdrawn. The hitch was 
the enormous land (grant. Self govern 
ment would have been given to the up 
plicants without a word. It is not the 
policy of Great Britain in these days to 
check colonies. Whether largo or small, 
near or distant, ample powers of self 
government ate extended to thorn, as a 
matter of course, but members of Par- 
liament hesitated to place in the power 
of these 43,000 settlers necessarily ocou 
pying a very small part of the cont inent 
an immense region. Parliament wai 
willing to give the youngand enterprising 
colony scope and verge enough, but one 
third of the whole island was, they con- 
sidered, a good deal too much elbow 
room for so small a community, 
owners of two- thirds of the continent 
number over three millions, and it 
did seem too much of a good 
thing to give the other third to 
a little community of forty thousand. 
It was feared by the opponents of the 
measure before Parliament that the new 
Government might abuse its territorial 
power. There would be nothing to pre 
vent its inaugurating a land policy 
hostile to immigration, and in that way 
it might do an injustice to tho land- 
hungry people at home, who, aftor ulL 
have quite as good a right to *b;r- U nset 
tied parts of the island^ ^'he' {ew " ^

the ground. The singular 
part of the business is that the owners 
of two-thirds of the continent are de- 
sirous that the little colony of Western 
Australia shall have the other third. 
They think that it is safer for the Au- 
stralians to have the land in tho hands 
of the young colony than to leave it at 
the disposal of tho Imperial Govern- 
ment, which, as one of the leading Au- 
stralian politicians put it, "might Hood 
the unoccupied region with paupers, 
criminals or greedy capitalists." 

It is quite evident that the Austral 
ians are developing a narrow and intol- 
erant policy. Their motto is, "Australia 
for the Australians. " They seem to forget 
that a few years ago the majority of thorn 
selves were not Australians, and that if 
the exclusive policy which they now 
favor had been inaugurated, say a quar 
ter of a century ago, they would not have 
been allowed to settle in the country. 

Besides, there is still, and will be for a 
great many years to come, vast tracts 
of unsettled land in Australia which 
cannot be said to be the property of the 
men who have already settled tliei 
and who occupy all the land they need 
They ought to give their fellow subjects 
in the mother country a chance. If 
they are not disposed to do this, no one, 
we think, will find fault with the 
mother country if, after giving Western 
Australia all the land that it really re- 
quires, she keeps the rest under her 
own control for such of her subjects, 
now living at home, as may wish lo 
settle in Australia. The next forty 
thousand who emigrate to that conti- 
nent will have quite as good a right to 
the vacant lands as the forty-three 

thousand who now form the colony ,,f 
Western Australia. 



draw for a quartor of a mile, and for 
six or eight hours no one was allowed to 
cross the rails. Tho inconvenience 
thereby occasioned can better bo im- 
agined than described." 

it is not hard to imagine the "incon- 
venience" of being shot through the 
body. It must have inconvenienced 
the families of the poor Russian peas- 
ants who wero shot down more ruth- 
lessly than wandering curs would be in 
this country, when they were deprived 
of their breadwinners in order that tho 
Father of his pcoplo might enjoy his 
holiday. It is difficult, wo admit, to 
imagino the condition of a country in 
which, when its ruler goes on a journey, 
tho line on which he travels must bo 
guarded by soldiers with loaded rifles. 
It is still more diffioult to imagine how 
any people could permit their unoffend- 
ing fellow subjects to be shot down by 
the soldiery. Mon who had the slight- 
est idea what their rights as members of 
the commonwealth are, would make 
mrt work of a government that would 
dare to order men lo be shot who were 
doing no harm and who intended to do 
harm. A people who would 
allow such an outrage as that to be 
mmitted deserve to be trodden 
under the feet of a brutal soldiery. 
This is, perhaps, saying too much. They 
may have beon so accustomed to such 
scones as not to regard them with hor- 
ror. They may have had the manhood 
crushed out of them; or it nuiy not have 
been allowed to grow. It is not hard to 
imagino that the intelligent men whe 
witness such scenes as this and worse, 
arc seized with a burning desire to kill 
the tyrant and tho men who are his 
tools. We see that a soldier, every fifty 
yards along the track with a loaded rifle 
and a pouch full of ball cartridges is not 
able to prevent dynamite being laid on tl 
road and deposited in the station. Shoo 
ing down harmless peasants and sending 
innocent men and women to sutler 
nameless horrors in Siberia and on the 
road to that dreadful country, will not 
always be sufficient to keep down re 
volt. The "inconvenience'" felt by thosi 
who suffer from such acts of tyranny a 
Mr. Stead describes will, one of thesi 
days, become intolerable, and then there 
will be such an outbreak of outraged 
humanity in Russia as will sweep the 
raco of the Czar off the face of the 
earth. That time is sure to come soon- 
er or later.

Mr. Stead, late editor of the Pall 
Mall (iazetto, has been travelling in 
Russia, He is friendly to the Czar. He 
is, in fact, represented by some of his 
critics as being much too friendly. He 
is more like a partizan of the autocrat 
than an impartial and independent ob- 
server of his acts. Although Mr. Stead 
wishes to give his readers a favorable 
opinion of the Government 6f Russia 
and its Kmperor, he cannot help letting 
tho ugly truth slip out now and then. 
Here is a glimpse of what takes place 
Oil the line of railroad along which the 
Emperor travels : 

"When, last year," he says, "the 
Kinperor passed southward, the railway 
lino was guarded iu certain districts by 
soldiers with loaded rifles, A soldier 
stood at every lifty yards, with in- 
structions to shoot any one who per- 
sisted in approaching the line. Several 
peasants were shot dead, some because 
thoy were too drunk to hear the chal- 
lenge of the sentry, others because thoy 
did not understand it. Navvies work- 
ing on tho line were compollod to with-

STRIKING RESEMBLANCE. 

A 'iVanbir gton Preceptor Who Looks En- 
actly lAko ,Imuen U. Blaine. 

flnu ot tho most striking casos of resem- 
bliinco is ono which I havo never seen men- 
tioned in publio printj says u Washington 
correspondent, of the Pittsburgh Ou>paieh. 
Tliu famous mini from Mumo has a double 
here in Washington. Ho is Prof. Charles 
B: Young-, who for more than twonty-livo 
years lias been prominently ideutitled with 
the educational interosts of tho capital. 
Mr. Young bears a striking rosonibianee to 
Mr. Blaine. Ho is somewhat slighter in 
form and smnllor in face than ttio Plumed 
Knight, but the similarity is vory notice- 
able. His resemblance to so famous a char- 
acter has caused Prof. Young some amuse- 
ment and uo end of embarrassment. 
Whilu waiting to board a train at Now 
Brunswick, N. J., while Oarlleld lay dying 
at Elberon, he was approached by a New 
Bruuswickor, who, with dofi'ed hat, staui- 
menngly said : 

" 'Souse me, Mr. Secretary, but, as I heard 
you were in Elberon to-day, won't you please 
tell mo how the President isi" 

" I am not, a 'Mr. Secretary,' my good 
mini," said tho professor, "and I haven't 
been in Elberon to-day." 

" That's all right, sir. I understand that 
you want to travel incog. Just tell mo how 
lie is and I won't give you away." 

" 1 really don't know how tho President 
is. and 1 am not Mr. Blaine." 

Tho man doubtingty retired to a group 
ot associates near by, and having spoken to 
thorn was greeted with jeers and the re- 
mark that he was a dummy and that Blaine 
had bamboozled him. Tho man was so net- 
tied at. the chaffing that he returned and 
said "that his fellow-townsman were very 
anxious to know how the President was, and 
—" hut the train arrived at that moment. 
The professor hurried aboard, and as the 
train moved away was greeted with a ring 
log cheer for "James O. Blaine." 

Perhaps Prof. Voting's most singular ex- 
perience was the one that occurred several 
years ago, when Mr. Blaine was Secretary 
of Slate and living In Washington. He 
called at the Blaine house one evening to 
see the Secretary on business. One mo- 
ment after he entered tho drawing room, 
Mr. Blaine, in response to the card he had 
received from (ho visitor, opened the fold- 
ing-doors and asked his visitor to remain a 
few minutes, as he was then busily en- 
gaged with a previous culler. Mrs. Blame, 
with whom the professor had a pleasant 
acquaintance, entered tho room in a short 
time, and, with a slight glance at its occu- 
pant, walked to the window. Prof. Young 
felt hurt at what he supposed was his 
hostess' forgetfulness. Whon ho made 
himself known, Mrs. Blaine admitted her 
amazement by saying: 

" Why, I thought you were Mr. Blame's 
brother!" 

" 1 nave been taken for. vour distinguished 
husband, but never before for his brother," 
said Mr. Young. 

" Well, professor, you might very easily 
he taken for either of them," said the lady, 
and the preceptor of youth joineil his fa- 
mous double. 

DEADLY ORGANISMS. 

An Instructive Chut About Httctnrlology 
in Practical Alurilcinu. 

It was a great discovery which revealed 
the fact that most epidemic diseases urs 
due to microscopic organisms, now known 
us microbes, or bacteria. Thus far, how- 
ever, our knowledge is confined to this fact. 
Researches in this lino have been prose- 
cuted with immense zeal by experts the 
world over. But us harmless microbes are 
Vastly more numerous than the harmful, 
*uu abound m too body, uum in dlsu.ijo ailu 
lnheallh.it has been difficult io establish 
the connection between a particular kind 
of disease and its own microbe. No expert 
has been able to gain an acknowledgment 
of his discovery until he had separated his 
microbe from all others, cultivated it by it- 
self, and then, by inoculation in some ani- 
mal, obtained tho characteristic symptoms. 
Even then the general verdict has hud to 
await the results of similar tests by other 
experts in different nations. Although sev- 
eral infectious discuses have thus been 
traced to their bacterial origin, and tho par- 
ticular microbes described and named, yet 
thus far the chief benefit has been in gen 
era] hygiene, and in getting rid of bacterial 
breeding-places out-side of the body. Al- 
most nothing has been done to make our 
knowledge available for the cure of dis- 
ease. 

Many problems remain to be solved. Ac- 
cording to the Malted Record, we know lit- 
tle of she way in which microbes exert their 
morbid influence; why they disappear from 
the blood and organs of some animals; why 
similai groups of diseases can be excited by 
different microbes; whence the diiTeieino 
in the results of inoculating with small, and 
with large, quantities of mierobie material; 
why individuality plays so important a part 
in tho manifestations of disease, and whv 
the results are so different in healthy ani- 
mals and in those slightly diseased it 
says: 'AVhen all the foregoing, and many 
like, problems are solved, then it will be 
more easy to employ bacteriology in practi- 
cal medicine, and then we shall learn to es- 
timate rightly the great value of this new 
study." 

Quite recently a Gorman export has grent 
ly helped to settle the first problem, re- 
ferred to above. Ho has proved that mi 
crobes, by their own natural action, de- 
velop various poisons of tho most deadly 
character. Threo of these, which he has 
obtained and tested, he exhibited at the la'to' 
surgical congress in Germany. A corre- 
spondent from Berlin writes: " ft is be 
deved we shall soon be able to understand 
more about the deadlv infections caused bv 
ihese organisms."

The LuclKCU MkIiI. 

At tiie Albion Iron Works yesterday 
afternoon, a number of gentlemen 
gathered to witness a second test of the 
new "Lucigen "light, introduced by Mr. 
Henry Croft, M.P. P., from England. 
Among the Interested ones were Mr. 
Joseph Hunter, of the E. it N. Rail- 
way, Mr. W. J. Macaulcy, Mr. (leo. 
Haynes and Mr. James Harvey. 

The portable steam lucigens ute 
worked by means of a steam jot gener- 
ated by the heat of the flame itself, 
which also converts the oil into a gas 
and produces a brilliant Hume. They 
generate the gas burned in what may 
be termed an open retort, and have no 
tubes that can choke up with the pro- 
ducts of distillation or bo cracked by 
the heat. The lucigens give a light of 
about 2,500 c. p., and burn common tar 
oil, creosote oil, shale oil, or petroleum. 

The process of manufacturing the 
light is very Bimplc. Water is forced 
into the huso reservoir with a force- 
pump until a pressure ot 40 pounds is 
obtained. Over tho water is a recep- 
tacle for the common oil. Both water 
and oil reservoirs are connected by tubes 
with the burner, which consists of a coil 
of metal rising from u littlo basin ih 
which the oil, fed from thu main reser- 
voir, is set on lire. As tho water heats, 
tho super heated steam forces tho blaze 
upwards in a long, feathery flame, about 
four foot in height anil at the widest six 
inches in diametor. The feather of light 
is of good color, und of about 2,500 c.p. 
It is sufficiently powerful to light the 
largest rooms and is very valuable for 
outdoor illumination. The blaze is ex- 
tinguished by simply turning a tup mid 
lotting the oil run out of thu basin. In 
regard to expense, it is suld that 
using common gas works refuse, the 
light will only cost about 15 cents uu 
hour.

The Committee Decide Upon KrcetiiiK Pour 
Arches-Street Decorations, Illumina 
Hons, Etc. 

An important meeting of the above 
committee was held last evening at th 
city hall, Hon. J. H. Turner presiding, 
when considerable business relative to 
tho appropriate decoration of thu city in 
honor of the Governor-General's visit 
was transacted. There were present 
Aid. MeKillican, Goodacre, Coughlan 
and Harris, Mr. Chus. Hayward and 
Mr. A. J. Smith. 

Elaborate plans of the arches to 1 
erected were submitted by Aid. Harris, 
and after they had been considered by 
the committee, it was resolved that foul 
should be erected, located respectively 
at the foot of Yates street, the corner 
of Government and Yates streets, on 
Fort street, at or near Mr. Heywood's 
residence, and at Government House. 

It was further decided that separate 
tenders be invited for the construction 
of the said arches, to be handed in to 
the city clerk not later than Friday 
morning next at 10 o'clock. 

Separate tenders were also to be in- 
vited for decorating the streets selected 
as the route for the procession, begin- 
ning at the Hudson's Bay Company's 
wharf, thence to Yates street, thence to 
tho corner of Government street; along 
(ioverninent street to Fort street, and 
along Fort street to the third arch, in 
in artistic manner, by connecting the 
poles on each side of the street, length- 
wise, with festoonings of evergreens 
draped with Hags and bunting, and 
crosswise, also, in the central anil busi- 
ness portion of the city. 

The chairman was appointed to inter- 
view the leading Chinese merchants to 
learn what partj if any, the Chinese 

residents would be willing to take in the 
matter of decoration, upon the occasion 
of His Excellency's arrival, and also to 
make certain other arrangements with 
regard to ling ornamentation.

ROUTINE BUSINESS.

Henry Lethbridge was charged with 
travelling on the steamer Islander 
without having u ticket or the where- 
withal to liquidate his traveling debts. 
The case was remanded until to-day. 
CRIMINAL LIHEL. 

David Sims, on remand, was charged 
with publishing a criminal libel of and 
concerning Hamilton Moffat t. Hon. 
Mr. O. K. Pooley, Q.C., appeared for 
the prosecution, anil Mr. J. P. Walls 
for the defence. 

Hamilton Moffatt, recalled, said : 
The statements of the letter of the 17th 
of July are false. I know nothing at 
all of the defendant. The statements in 
the letter, in so fur as they relate to me, 
aro untrue. This was wdiat 1 meant 
when I pronounced the statements false, 

George Jay, recalled, deposed : I 
know the defendant. He was in ray 
employment up to the 17th of July. We 
hud disputes more or less all the time 
he was working for me. There was 
general row between us on the 10th of 
July, the result of which was that w 
issued counter summons, and on tho 
loth appeared in this court and tho 
cases were dismissed. After that, 
July 17th, I requested defendant to 
hand over what receipts he bad taken 
out of the moneys handled, and he re 
fused, using the most abusive and dis 
gusting language. Finding it useless to 
converse with him, I went down town 
and ordered his dismissal. This was oi 
the same day that the libel was written 
The contents of the letter from begin 
ning to end are a tissue of false 
hoods. 

To Mr. Walls: There is a suit pend 
ing between defendant and myself. He 
claims half of tho stock of the nursery. 
The claim is admitted by me, according 
to the valuation. He entered my em- 
ploy in the spring of 1S88, — February 
1888,— and remained with me until 
July, 1889. I didn't pay him anything. 
He deducted fop his support something 
i"ikfr*§li>0- 1 don't think there is any- 
thing oiMTuiid.from the sale of stock,— 

a good deal on credit! 'Mr. Muffttfc£-is 
not among the debtors, nor Dr. Powell. 
1 have not had a cent out of the business 
myself. The stock is not more valuable 
at present than when defendant was 
first employed. Everything that has 
been sold or taken, or what's due, is 
down on the books. Mr. Murray took 
possession about u week after the in 
junction was grunted. I kept the books, 
and they are opon to inspection. 

Win. Savcry, recalled : I have the 
privilege of going to Mr. Jay's nursery. 
I remember the lust quarrel defendant 
und Mr. Jay had. This was on July 17. 
I never had any conversation with de- 
fendant. Defendant said he would 
write to Ottawa that Mr. Jay sold bud 
seed to the Indians, that Jay hud rob- 
bed him of $300 to give to Dr. Powell 
anil Moffatt, and that "he fix 'em." He 
said he'd write to the Indian commis- 
sioner; the head officer. Defendant was 
in tho best of temper. I am not u 
partner with Mr. Jay in making cider. 
I make it on his premises, and help him 
one way or another fur the privilege. 
Never was in partnership with Mr. 
Jay. 1 wus in his employ, and left him 
lots of times and went back again. Last 
left him about two years ago. Six years 
ago I first went to work for him. I have 
never had anything to say against the 
defendant; never had any squabble with 
him. 

The ease was again remanded for one 
week when further evidence is to lie 
produced.
